A BIG MISTAKE. 


In nearly all the Democratic journals 


of the State the name of M. D. Howell 
(Dem.,) is mentioned as a member of 
the Assembly from Lincoln county. 
Matt Howell is an old pioneer of the 
coast; a well known mining man; known 
all ovet the State; formerly in the mer- 
cantile business with 8. C. Fogus, of 
Reno, and of the old firm of "Howell, 
Black ~& Bro.," of Virginia City, and 
laterly connected with" the principal 
mining companies of Eastern Nevada. 
How what we want to arrive at is how 
the name of M. D. Howell has appeared 
as a Democrat in the Democratic press 
of the btate, and one among them, the 
Eureka Sentinel, when we all know him 
to be a Republican, and one of the 


rongest that ever lived. Furthermore, 
ha has net resided in Lincoln cpnnty 
tor two years, and was then the nomi- 
nee on the Republican ticket for State 
Senator, and his name must in some 
manner or other been misconstrued with 
that of his his son's, Eugene Howell, 
who is the present Assemblyman from 
that county and whom, we aro sorry to 
add, has sadly departed from tho earlier 
teachings he 
received. 
We simply 


make this in defense of that staunch 
old Republican, Matt Howell, as we do 
not know how the mistake was made, 
nor why, as he is at pi'esent operating 
ia Southern California, and wero he to 
see his name heralded around as a Dem- 
ocrat, would ba tempted to wipe out of 
existence the whole Democratic press of 
the State. 


The late elections resulted in largely 


increasing 
the 
number 
of 
new 


Democratic Governors in the Union. 
The youngest of all the candidates 
elected to this high office was Robert E. 
Pattison, the Democratic nominee in 
Pennsylvania, who was chosen by a 
plurality of about 40,000, in conse- 
quence of the split in the Republican 
party. The man who thus succeeds to 
the Chief Magistracy o£ the great Key- 
stone State is not yet thirty-two years 
old, having been born tit Snow Hill, 
Md., on the 8th of December, 1850. 
Tho son of a Methodist clergyman, he 
had a good "bringing up," and came to 
manhood a well-educated and solidly- 
grounded character. Admitted to the 
Bar at Philadelphia in 1872, his friends 
soon pushed him forward us a candidate 
for political honors, and in 1877 he was 
elected City Comptroller. A young fel- 
low then of but twenty-five years, he 
soon proved Ms capacity and indepen- 
dence, and made HO excellent a record 
during his first term that ho was trium- 
phantly re-elected by tho help of Re- 
publican votes in 1880, and is now 
called still higher by his admiring fel- 
low citizens. 


The saddle which was made for Pres- 


ident Gnrfield just before his assassina- 
tion has been presented by General 
iSwaiu to the managers of the Garliald 
Monument Fair at Washington, The 
saddle is an exquisite specimen of 
workmanship, and is of the most recent 
pattern.

ASD OTHER STATE MATTERS. 


Bat a month will elapse before the 


Legislature will be in session at Carson. 
Ordinary prudence in the management 
of State affairs -will suggest, measures 
for the relief of taxpayers and for a re- 
duction of expenses to the lowest possi- 
ble minimum compatible with 'the ad- 
ministration of justice and proper main- 
tenance of good government. Many of 
the reforms necessary can only be se- 
cured by amending the Constitution, in- 
volving a delay of four years. Coming 
within this proviuce}are the matters re- 
lating to the consolidation of certain 
State offices, some of which are no more 
needed than a fifth wheel to a wagon. 
The pruning knife can probably be ap- 
pliedjin a few cases not protected by the 
organic law, and overlooked by the last 
Legislature, but the saving thus effected 
will b» comparatively trifling. 


The greatest items of expense to the 


State in the past have been the cara and 
support of the insane, and the cost and 
maintenance of the State Prisozr. The 
first of thesa has been provided for in 
such a manner as must save the State 
from $10,000 to $20,000 per annum, It 
is now in order to discuss and decide 
upon the Prison question. It is very 
'evident to all who have made the sub- 
ject a study that as the matter now 
stand the Prison is and vnust ever re- 
main a perpetual oxpemie of $50,000 
per annum to the Stata. There aro 
many cogent reasons why the Prison 
should be removed to the State grounds 
at Reno. But for the egregious blunder 
of Bradley and his fellow Commissioners, 
the institution would now be at Reno, 
and the expenses of maintaining it more 
than one-half less than what they now 
are. Their mistake consisted in com- 
mencing at the, wrong end first. Had 
the $100,000 or as much thereof as was 
necessary, been applied in the construc- 
tion of quarters, culls, etc., instead o: 
the walls, the convict labor could havo 
been employed to advantage, and the 
State would have had the institution in 
complete running order for the sum ex- 
pended in building the walls. With the 
Prison at Reno the labor of the con 
viots would.be of value to the State, bu' 
experience has demonstrated that there 
is no profit in hewing granite or making 
boots auc shoes at Carson. 
At Reno 


the State cau farm out the labor at 
price which will net nearly $20,000 per 
annum. But tho true policy would bi 
to utiliza the water from the Truckei 
river and employ the convict labor in 
making boxes and cheap.articles of fur 
niture. In this line of goods the cos 
of the material does not represent sixti 
per cent, of the saleable price; the laboi 
is worth the greater portion. In th< 
manulacture of boots aud shoes th< 
leather represents twice as much as thi 
labor. The Nevada and Oregon Rail 
roud will soon tap the finest section o 
timber laud on the Pacific coast. This 
lumber can bs brought to Reno, anc 
with the aid of the convict labor, man 
ufaotnred into articles finding a ready 
sale. The box and mill men at True 
kee could not supply as good an articli 
at as low a price, and hence it follow 
that the State could work its prisoners, 
nud not only make them earn their daily 
bread, but ulso return an additiona 
profit. Those not employed in the kin 
of labor indicated could be profitably 
employed in cultivating the land, in 
performing work of benefit to their in 
sane neighbors, aud generally a class o 
labor indispensible around snob, insti 
tutions. In fact, by having,thejtwo to 
gether, each could be made to be of hel 
to the other, in various sorts of ways 
greatly to the benefit of the State, s 
that in time, both institutions wouL 
become self-sustaining. 
When 
thi 


shall be accomplished, and other neces 
sary reforms are carried out, there wi 
be no State tax in'Nevada.
